The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a single layer matte film/sheet 
comprising the recited blend of polylactic acid, the recited chemically modified starch particles, 
and plasticizer, wherein the film/sheet has the recited starch microstructure, particle cross- 
sectional area, and gloss. B ASTIOLI ET AL '25 1 fails to disclose the recited microstructure and 
cross-sectional area of the 20% largest starch domains; AJIOKA ET AL '107, TANAKA (US 
6,495,679), MATSUMOTO ET AL (US 2005/0182201), JP 2003-105182, JP 2002-011778 fail 
to disclose polylactic acid and starch blends with the recited microstructure.
